Shaykh Sulayman al-'Alwan(A <AA) was asked about the hadith "O Allah bless 
us in Rajab and Sha'ban & allow us to reach Ramadan" & what he thinks of it. 

So the Shaykh responded by saying: This hadith is narrated by Imam Ahmad(4il j) in his 
Musnad [1/259] and al-Bazzar [616 - Kashf al-Astar] from the chain of Za'idah ibn Abl al- 
Ruqad from Ziyad al-Numayrl from Anas ibn Malik who said "Whenever Rajab came, the 
Prophetic j Aalt ail would say Allahuma Barik lana ft Rajab wa Sha'ban wa balighna 
Ramadan" 

And in its chain is Za'idah ibn Abl al-Ruqad who's hadith isn't authentic, al-hnam al- 
Bukharl(4il j) said about him "His hadith is Munkar[Denounced] " 

And al-hnam al- Nasal A' -ua, j) in Kitab al-Du’afa’ said "His hadith is Munkar[Denounced]" 
Abu Dawud(4il j) said "I do not know of his reports" 

Ibn Hiban(4il j) said "He narrates Munkar reports from the well known, he's not to be used 
as proof, nor to be written from, except for analysis" 

Al-Hafidh ibn Rajab(4il -ua, j) in Lata'if al-Ma'arif [234] mentioned this hadith and said that 
it's weak. 

And refer to Tabyln al-'Ajab regarding what has been narrated from the virtues of Rajab 
[page 18] by al-Hafidh ibn Hajr al-'AsqalanI(4il j), he has indicated towards its weakness 
because of the Taffarrud of Za’idah. [Taffarrud meaning he was alone in reporting it] 

And there's nothing authentic to specify Rajab in performing worship, neither du'a 
[supplications], nor Siyam [fasting], nor Sadaqah [Charity], nor 'Umrah upon the correct 
[view], Verily the 'Umrah's of the Prophet/^ j 4il L5 ^>) were only performed in Dhil 
Qa’dah [as we know] from the hadith of Anas in the Sahlhayn [Bukhari & Muslim]. 

And a group of people have claimed that the Prophet/^ j aJc 4il J-A was bom in the first 
night of Rajab, and this isn't to be taken into consideration. 

And another group have said that the Isra' [Night journey] of the Prophct(A- j 2ul 

was on the 27th of the month of Rajab. 

However, there's nothing authentic from all that and Allah(^t j lA ) knows best. 
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
